But, 
so far, none of the material meth- 
ods which have been experimented 
with have succeeded in breaking 
down the fear of aggression, or the 
thoughts: of bitterness in the hu- 
man heart. That these fundamen- 
tal errors need to be overcome is 
certain, if the world is to experi- 
ence the lasting peace and pros- 
perity which humanity has so iong 
desired. 

That there is a sure way of 
solving this most important of all 
world problems is unquestionable, 
since there is no unsolvable diffi- 
culty. The Apostle John in pro- 
found yet simple language, which 
a child can understand, clearly 
shows us this way. Tenderly he 
pleads (1 John 4:7, 8), ‘Beloved, 
let us love one another: for love is 
of God; and every one that loveth 
is born of God, and knoweth God. 
He that loveth not knoweth not 
God; for God is love.” 

Some may say that love is all 
very well in its very intimate place 
between friends and relatives, but 
of what effectual use is it between 
nations? Further, it is sometimes 
argued that ideals, ambitions, and 
characteristics vary so widely in 
each country, that it is impossible 
for even the closest neighbor to 
undersiand another nation’s dif- 
fering needs and aims, and how 
to deal with thein.
